YWCA’s homeless hotel

By February 1987, there will 
be 40 less homeless women in 
the Santa Ana area when the 
YWCA’s Hotel for Women is 
scheduled to open. 

According to Dianne Russell, 
YWCA-South Orange County’s 
program director, the hotel will 


provide short-term housing for

single women."’Besides beds, 
(the hotel) will provide other 
amenities that people take for 
granted, such as shower 
facilities and personal items,” 
Russell said. 

Forty may not sound like a 
great number, considering 
there is estimated to be over 
2500 homeless single women 
in Orange County alone, and 


that estimate does not include 


families or single men. But 
since the hotel is short-term, 
the main objective is to help the 
tenants get back into a 
productive and self-supporting 
lifestyle. 

“Job training, an employment 
program for mature women 


(ages 30-65), and counseling 


will be available to the tenants.

discuss hiring,curriculum

It was 2p.m. and all was not 
well at Rancho Santiago 
College. Over 50 faculty 
members gathered at an 
Academic Senate meeting to 
discuss several issues of 
concern with RSC Chancellor 
Robert Jensen. 

The areas that were 
examined include hiring 
practices, curriculum cuts and 
the number of administrators at 
RSC. 

“It is our understanding that 
we have the highest ratio-of 
non-teaching employees to 
teaching employees in_ this 
county,”’ commented Jim 
Harris, an English instructor 
who is currently vice-president 
of the Academic Senate. 

“Jensen agreed that the 
number of managers on this 
campus should be reduced,” 
stated philosophy instructor 
Robert Putman, who also 
attended the meeting. Putman 
said the difference is that the 
faculty advocates more drastic 
reductions in non-teaching 
employees than administrators. 

Another area of concern was 
what faculty perceived as a lack 


of input in RSC’s curriculum. At 
present, the curriculum council 
is under two-thirds control of 
the administration. According 
to Putman, the faculty believes 


‘that the curriculum should be 


their responsibility. 

“It does not make sense for 
administrators to tell a geology 
instructor how to teach 
geology,” Putman said. ‘We 
don't feel that the current 
system allows enough faculty 
input curriculum decisions.” 

“| think Jensen. made a good 
effort,’” commented Ayaz Yusuf, 
history instructor, “but Jensen 
did not narrow.the gap between 
faculty and administration.” 
“The most important point is 


~ that the discussion took place,”’ 


said Putman. “‘It is a good sign. | 
was glad that these are policy 
disputes and not personal 
disputes.” 

“The meeting represented 
good dialogue between Dr. 
Jensen and the faculty and we 
look forward to further 
discussion in a similar forum,” 
said Lee Mallory, president of 
the Academic Senate.

And the hotel provides the 
women with an address. and 
telephone message service so 
they can properly complete job 
applications,’ said Russell. 

“We are not promoting 
‘band-aid’ work; the women 
need to make money, and 
continue to increase their 
income, in order to support 
themselves.” 

But for Russell and the staff 
at the YWCA’s. Women’s 
Center, they find itis not as easy 
as just handing the homeless a 
job referral. “When you are 
wondering whether you will eat 
tonight and where you will 
spend (and hopefully survive) 
the night, a focus on job training 
is very difficult,’’ commented 
Russell. 

The holiday season can be a 
very traumatic time to the 
homeless, with the Women’s 
Center staff noting an increase 
in depression and anger. An 
annual tradition at the 
Women’s Center is_ their 
Christmas dinner. It not only 
offers a complete holiday meal, 
but gifts donated by the 
community are given out and 
the opportunity to socialize with 
others makes it home to those 
who have no one and nowhere 
to spend the holiday. 

Unfortunately, the Women’s 
Center must close for the night, 
and those that have nowhere tc 
go, gO out into the streets. 

Asked how it made her feel tc 
provide so much warmth and 
cheer, and then shut the door 
and go to her own home, 
Russell said, ‘It makes me feel 
rotten.” ~ 

The Women’s Center does 


not condone the offering by the 


staff of their own homes. 


“Sometimes it works out, but 
mostly you get burmed by the 
people you are trying to help,” 
Russell said. 

Where.do the homeless go? If 
they are lucky to have cars that 
run, they have a somewhat safe 


shelter from the elements: 


outside (i.e. weather and crime), 
and cannot be cited for loitering 


or vagrancy by moving their car | 


every so often. 

. Some go to 24-hour 
restaurants and stay as long as 
they are allowed; other seek 
little hideaways, such as 
stairwells and quiet alcoves, 
during the day and stash their 
belongings there until evening. 
To clean themselves, they 
frequent gas. stations and 
restaurant restrooms, and 


some even sneak into public f 


gyms in order to shower. 


Juanita, an elderly lady, lives in 


her early 1970 2-door sedan 
with her dog and all of her 
possessions. Usually, she and 
another woman, living in her 
station wagon, are parked on 
the street in front of the hotel. 
But, because of the noise and 
congestion from the construc- 
tion of the hotel, they have 
moved to another spot. They 
will be two of many requesting 
a bed in the new hotel. 

‘A lot of the women do have 
part-time jobs. They just don’t 
make enough ‘to rent an 
apartment,” Russell said. A 
recent study by the Orange 
County Register noted that it 
takes about $2000 to move into 
an apartment, and then it costs 
an average of $500 per month

The City of Santa Ana has 


ackngwledged its problem and 
is looking for solutions on how 
to deal with the increase of its 
homeless, especially for 
economic reasons. Russell 
cited that Santa Ana is realizing 
that (the homeless) cannot just 
be “pushed out,” hoping that 
the problem will go. away, 
because every city is affected. 

According: to Russell -- 
Anaheim, - Irviné, Newport 
Beach — all have homeless 


people that need to be dealt ~ 


with, not ignored or shipped to 
another city.

It is time for practice and RSC 
women’s _ basketball coach, 
Myrond Brown checks his list: 
notes, basketballs, whistle, 
chairs. 

Chairs? 

That's right, chairs are a 
regular part of practice for 
Brown's team. 

“When you don't have 10 
players, you have to have 
something to go around,” 
Brown said. : 

Currently the team only has 
nine players. At times Brown 
will run practice with as few as 
six team members. 

This doesn’t allow for the 
most productive practice 
but the unusual 
workouts seem to be working 
well. 

As of Monday the team’s 
record was a respectable 5-3 
and Brown had led them to two 
tournament consolation titles. 

In tournament play, a team 
that loses its first game 
continues the tournament in 
the losers bracket. Unfortunately 
the Dons had to settle for this 
road, but were able to win the 
next two games to win the 
Fullerton Tournament and the 
Tournament of the Sun in 


Pheonix. 

“The teams we lost to were 
very tough except the first game 
this year (against El Camino),” 
Brown said. “We should have 
beat them, we just werent 
ready to play.” 

Brown has been at RSC for 
17 years and has been the 
women’s basketball head coach 
for the past seven years. 

This year’s: start has been 
very encouraging for Brown. 
Following tast year’s 12-17 
record and eighth place finish, 
Brown is hoping to reach the 
playoffs this year. 

Playing in the new Orange 
Empire Conference, Brown

Filling in the two remaining 
starting positions are two 
freshmen, Denierial Gibson, 
and Cathy Smith. 

Michelle. Ferguson started 
this year as a key player for the 
Dons, but she has not seen 
much action since the second 
game when she injured her 
right knee. 

Brown has not named a 
regular team captain this year, 
instead he names a different 
sophomore captain for every 


game. “This is more comfortable 
with me,’’ Brown said. “I don't
